DEFENSE UNIT 
PREPARES FOR 


AIR RAID TEST 
ON WEDNESDAY 


New air raid regulations, formu­ 
lated by tile Army, were dtacu»e<! 
at a meeting of civilian Defense 
officials from all parts of the county 
at the court hou.se, Monday evening, 
with Judge W. C. Sheely, chairman 
of the county council of defease, 
presiding. 
Tile meeting was held 
In preparation for the first tests 
under the new warning signal sys­ 
tem to be conducted Wednesday 
morning. 
Judge Sheely explained that the 
primary reason for the changes in 
the C-D system Is to establish a uni­ 
form procedure In the three-state 
area covered by the Third Service 
Command of the Army at Baltimore. 
Under the new' system, the black­ 
out comes on the blue instead of 
the red and usually could be com­ 
pleted before enemy planes would 
be at hand in event of an actual 
alarm, It was explained. 
General Changes 
Changes In the county and local 
call systems were indicated as gen­ 
era! rules were discussed with the 
solution of local adjustments being 
left up to the Individual councils of 
defense. 
Under the new regulations, Judge 
Sheely stated. Hie yellow signal is 
a confidential, preliminary caution 
signal to be spread only to desig­ 
nated point* with a penalty pro­ 
vided for persons who give Hie sig­ 
nal to unauthorized persons. 
The 
C-D organisation will not be mobil­ 
ized until the audible blue signal. 
The yellow call will go only to 
each of the 33 communication cen­ 
ters in the county; to three members 
of each local staff; to the persons 
responsible for sounding the audible 
alarm and for turning off the street 
lights; to the hospital; to all fac­ 
tor! es and to the airport, state motor 
police and the railroads. 
Public Alarm 
On the audible blue signal. Indi­ 
cating the probability of a raid, 
the C-D organization will be mobil­ 
ized and will remain on their posts. 
The blue alarm will not be spread 
by telephone as under the present 
system but will be given entirely by 
the audible, public' alarm. 
'Hie red signal indicating the 
proximity of enemy planes and Die 
imminence of air attack will find 
tile C-D organization already at 
their posts and ready for action. 
It was explained that while in some 
instances there may not be time to 
send tile preliminary blue or yellow 
calls ahead of the red signal, a blue 
always will follow the red signal and 
has exactly the same effect as the 
preliminary blue. 
C-D men will 
stay on their posts until the white 
or all clear signal is indicated by 
the turning on of the street lights 
at night or by a locally agreed sys­ 
tem in day time. 
Radios will an ­ 
nounce the all-clear also. 
Prosecute Violators 
Each community was directed to 
work out a plan for getting word of 
the all-clear to wardens and police 
at their posts. 
Procedure to be followed by the 
public after the blue and red signals 
were reviewed and it was pointed 
out by Judge Sheely that violators 
now may face federal as well as 
state prosecution under the Articles 
of War. 
Under the new' system require­ 
ments under the red signal are the 
same as at present, it was asserted. 
Judge Sheely emphasized 
that 
armbands 
or 
special 
automobile 
pennants entitling persons to move 
about during a raid or test are to 
be used only in an emergency and 
not as a convenience. 
No person 
having an armband or auto pen­ 
nant may move about during a day 
or night raid or test unless it is 
on an emergency mission. 
The number of emergency vehicles 
to be issued the C-D pennants is 
being restricted, Judge Sheely said, 
with 
most 
communities 
in 
the 
county receiving only one pennant. 
The pennants are being distributed 
on the basis of population to tile 
communities with the selection of 
individual vehicles to be awarded 
tile pennants left up to the local 
councils.

Jap Fleet Refuses to Fight 
However, for at least part of the time, a m ajor 
fleet engagement appeared imminent. 
The Navy 
communique said that late in January American 
reconnaissance planes had located heavy units, in­ 
cluding battleships and aircraft carriers in the 1,000 
mile stretch of open w ater between the Truk Islands 
and the Solomon Islands, while simultaneously large 
groups of enemy destroyers were thrusting into the 
Solomons and an unusually heavy concentration of 
enemy aircraft was discovered at all bases in the 
northwestern section of that area. 
The Japanese, however, declined to accept decisive 
battle and the communique said that subsequent 
events showed the enemy was concerned only with 
removing troops from Guadalcanal and with inter­ 
fering with the delivery of American troops to that 
island, shortly before enemy resistance completely 
collapsed there. 
Actions Open on January 29 
The series of actions developed fully on the eve­ 
ning of January 29 with a torpedo plane attack on 
the American cruiser-destroyer force protecting the 
troop convoy at Guadalcanal. A fter the Chicago was 
damaged, she was taken in tow by another cruiser 
but was later turned over to a tug for towing. 
On the afternoon of January 30 while the tug was 
proceeding toward a safe haven with the Chicago, 
the crippled cruiser was again attacked, this time by 
the 13 enemy torpedo planes. 
The Navy said that United States aircraft de­ 
stroyed 12 of the 13 planes, “but not in time to ward 
off the attack on the Chicago.’* 
Four Ships Left Burning 
On January SI, the widespread maneuvers of op 
posing forces developed an attack by American 
bombers and fighters on an enemy formation of one 
destroyer, one corvette and one large cargo vessel in 
the Vella Gulf, in the northwestern Solomons. These 
three enemy snips were left burning, listing and dead 
in the water. 
The following day American planes again carried 
the battle to the enemy, attacking, with dive bombers,

PLAN SOCIAL 
SECURITY FOR 
ARMED FORCES 


B y ( H A R L E S M O L O N Y 
Washington. Feb 16 'A P )—Exten­ 
sion of social security coverage to 
members of the armed forces as well 
as to millions of others now out­ 
side the program will be recom­ 
mended by the social security board. 
Informed sources reported Monday 
that adoption of this recommenda­ 
tion, along with other board sug­ 
gestions for expansion of the pro­ 
gram 
to 
provide 
hospitalization 
costs and cash benefits to disabled 
workers, might obviate any need for 
special 
veterans* 
legislation 
like 
that which followed the last war. 
These sources, who cannot be 
quoted, added that It would be a 
stride toward providing a social se­ 
curity structure which would Insure 
all Americans against want result­ 
ing from the usual hazards of life 
regardless of occupation. 
S e v e ra l BUU 
A number of bills proposing ex­ 
tension of social security coverage 
to members of the fighting .services 
arc pending in Congress, and the 
.security 
board's 
recommendations 
probably will be made In its annual 
report, expected soon. 
There has been iy.tle^ pressure for 
speedy VcfopfIon"of such legislation, 
however, because men now in the 
services and their dependents are 
protected In many ways by lews 
enacted for the veterans of other 
wars. 
These laws. among other things, 
provide for payments to dependents 
In case of death, and to the fighting 
men themselves for disability in­ 
curred in t!ie line of duty.

But it should be noted that tile 
b e n e f i t s v e t e r a n s -of- the last 
war for disability incurred in ways 
not connected with military service 
have not. so far at least, been ex­ 
tended to cover those of the present 
war. 
At present, the social security 
status of members of the armed 
forces is: 
1. For those whose former occu­ 
pations were outside the program, 
such as farmers and lawyers, noth­ 
ing at all. 
2. For those who worked in "cov­ 
ered” employment, no different from 
that of civilians who were thrown 
out of work.
